Leak reveals 98 jobs at risk at Ewell Road NHS centre

Nearly 100 jobs are at risk in Sur¬ 
biton after leaked documents re¬ 
vealed plans to close an NHS 
centre. 

The primary care support 
(PCS) centre in Ewell Road, oppo¬ 
site Dysart School, updates medi¬ 
cal records, sends cancer 
screening letters to patients and 
makes sure GPs are paid on time. 

But outsourcing company Capi¬ 
ta wants to close the centre by 
the end of July 2016 if it wins a 
lucrative NHS England contract. 

Capita’s status as “preferred 
bidder” for the support contract 
was announced in June, but the 
deal has not been finalised. 


NHS England wants to cut 40 
per cent of its administration 
costs and says it will reinvest the 
money in frontline services. 

But that may mean 98 Surbiton 
workers, plus 66 agency staff, are 
out of a job. 

Nick Bradley, Unison national 
health officer, said: “There are no 
alternative jobs for those people, 
they will all be made redundant. 

“We think this is a very risky 
thing to do. There are too many 
things at stake here if it goes 
wrong. 

“There is always a risk when 
organisations centralise ser¬ 
vices. The potential for mistakes 
is very great indeed.” 

Documents leaked to the Liver¬ 
pool Echo newspaper reveal 
Capita plans to close 29 support 


centres nationwide if it is award¬ 
ed the contract, thought to be 
worth up to £lbn over 10 years. 

An NHS England spokeswoman 
said: “Capita’s proposed plans 
respond to NHS England’s objec¬ 
tives to realise significant sav¬ 
ings and service improvements. 

“These proposals would release 
substantial administrative sav¬ 
ings to reinvest in frontline 
health services. 

“[They] have been shared with 
PCS service staff at Surbiton and 
the unions, and will form the 
basis of a full consultation about 
the impact of changes once they 
have been transferred from NHS 
England to Capita. 


“Contract award and future 
transfer is subject to successfully 
finalising the contract and con¬ 
sultation with our staff and 
recognised trade unions. We an¬ 
ticipate this will be September 1. 

“We aren’t in a position to con¬ 
firm numbers ahead of the con¬ 
sultation closing.” 

The PCS service’s website says 
the centres were created “to pro¬ 
vide better, more efficient ser¬ 
vices, building on the 
considerable skills and experi¬ 
ence of staff”. 

Capita declined to comment.

A director of the PR firm co¬ 
founded by Kingston Coun¬ 
cil leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis has been an¬ 
nounced as head of 
the Crossrail 2 Growth 
Commission. 

Sir Merrick Cockell, 
a non-exectuve Cratus direc¬ 
tor, will work with councils 
and businesses to “support 
housing and job creation” 
along the planned north- 
south route, the company 
said. 

Sir Merrick, who led Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Council 
from 2000 to 2013, said: “This 
new railway is imperative to 


the future growth of the 
capital and across the UK 
and the Growth Commission 
will play a key role in help¬ 
ing ensure local develop¬ 
ment plans along the 
route meet their 
full potential.”

Last October, Mayor Boris 
Johnson backed a regional 
Crossrail 2 route plan that 


would see high-speed trains 
visit five of the borough’s 
stations: Kingston, New 
Malden, Motspur Park, Sur¬ 
biton and Chessington 
South. 

“Commuters would be 
whisked from Kingston to 
Tottenham Court Road in 
less than half-an-hour on 
the service, which Mr John¬ 
son said was vital “for the 
capital to remain globally 
competitive”. 

The scheme, to be complet¬ 
ed by 2030, would be a boon 
to passengers who are cur¬ 
rently packed, sardine-like, 
into suburban trains to¬ 
wards town. 

Surrey County Council 
has launched a study 
considering the benefits of 
extending the route further 
into the county.

deputy mayor for polic¬ 
ing and crime Stephen 
Greenhalgh and Sur¬ 
biton resident MEP Syed 
Kamall. 

Former England 
footballer Sol 
Campbell, 


who recently campaigned 
for the Conservatives in 
Kingston for the Grove 
byelection, failed to make the 
cut. 

The chosen four will take 
part in hustings in Septem¬ 
ber and the primary will be 


open to anyone in London 
who is on the electoral roll. 

The successful candidate 
will be announced at the end 
of September. 

The Tories’ London region¬ 
al chairman Ian Twinn said: 
“We have four excellent 


candidates who will now 
campaign across London 
over the summer before all 
Londoners will get the oppor¬ 
tunity to vote in our primary 
in September.” 

Mr Goldsmith is the book¬ 
ies’ favourite to win the con¬ 
test at 7-4, with Labour’s 
Tessa Jowell and Sadiq 
Khan also fancied at 2-1 
and 3-1 respectively.

Tesco rejigs tower plan

Tesco has redesigned parts of 
its plan for a massive Tolworth 
development in a move it hopes 
will allow councillors to scruti¬ 
nise the scheme better. 

The supermarket chain, 
which owns the former Govern¬ 
ment land next to Charrington 
Bowl, has asked Kingston 
Council for permission to 
build some 700 homes there, 
after more than a decade of 
wrangling. 

Long-time residents had 
mixed reactions when inital 
designs were shown off last 
autumn. 

Many complained the scheme 
represented over-development. 

These images show how 
the proposed high-rise build¬ 
ings could look after negotia¬ 
tions between Tesco and the 
authority. 

A spokesman for 
Spenhill, Tesco’s 
planning arm, said: 

“We are commit¬ 
ted to delivering 
the best possible 
scheme and so 
have been happy 
to make some de¬ 
sign changes to 
improve the mas¬ 
terplan and some of 
the detailed design. 

“We now hope to see the 
application considered by 
committee in the near future.” 

When the plans do come be¬ 
fore the council’s development 
control committee the level of 


affordable 
housing on 
offer is like¬ 
ly to be a 
major point 
of debate. 

In April this 
year, documents 
showed Tesco was offer¬ 
ing fewer than 100 affordable 
or shared-ownership homes, or 
about 13 per cent of the total. 
Kingston’s target is 50 per cent.

An ice rink, a multiplex cinema 
and a library have all been ideas 
brought up in public consulta¬ 
tions for a major redevelopment 
in New Malden. 

Forward-thinking residents 
have put their thoughts on to 
paper for the Cocks Crescent 
and Blagdon Road site - and 
what is more, they are consult¬ 
ing their neighbours on it too. 

In collaboration with Kingston 
Council, the New Malden 
Future group has already had a 
series of consultations for the 
public and have more lined up. 

The group proposes to turn 
the area into a “new heart and 
community focus for New 
Malden”, with a town square, 
leisure centre, library, cinema 
complex, shops and a residen¬ 
tial development. 

Beverley ward Councillor 
Terry Paton has been working 
with the group. 

He said: “To start with, people 
were saying the council is forc¬ 
ing this on us, then they realised 
that this is resident-led and it 
started to feel like we were 
getting a lot of support. 

“It is interesting because the

The site has had a chequered 
history with complaints about 
the lack of public consultations, 
proposed plans for a leisure cen¬ 
tre and community spaces, 200 
homes and a “super surgery” all 
falling foul of residents in the 
past six years. 

Zbig Blonski became involved 
in the group after becoming 
disillusioned with former plans 
for the site. 

He said: “We need something 
to inject life into the town cen¬ 
tre. New Malden is potentially a 
thriving centre, it just needs to

build on its strengths.

Swathes of New Malden 
could disappear underwater 
at any time because a water 
pipe supplying much of the 
area has “zero” life ex¬ 
pectancy, the Surrey Comet 
has learned. 

Thames Water’s pres¬ 
surised freshwater supply, 


contained in four major 
pipes, runs beneath the dis¬ 
trict and encircles the 
capital. 

The danger of flooding was 
discovered during design 
work on the mini-Holland 
cycle project, because the 
pipes lie directly under the 
proposed New Malden to 
Raynes Park link. 

Beverley ward Councillor 
Terry Paton said: “Some of 
the pipes go way back 


beyond Victorian times and 
it is a worry at the 
moment that the pipes are 
sitting there in such a bad 
state. 

“Thames Water has to get 
moving on this. We don’t 
want to be flooding again.” 

A burst main flooded 
New Malden High Street 
last month to a depth of 
several feet, damaging 
property near the railway 
station. 


Of the four pipes, one is at 
the end of its life, one has at 
most 10 years left, and 
the other two are yet 
to be assessed, Coun Paton 
added. Together the pipes 
supply some 700,000 
homes. 

Last Monday a crisis meet¬ 
ing was held between 
Thames Water, Kingston 
Council and London cycling 
czar Andrew Gilligan. 

The water supplier 


had previously demanded 
nearly the entire £1.9m 
mini-Holland phase two 
budget to cover repair costs 
and pay for an investigation 
into potential damage from 
works. 

Councillors claimed the 
expense would have “killed” 
that part of the flagship 
scheme. 

Councillor Richard Hud¬ 
son said: “Thames Water are 
going to cover the cost of 


[repair] works and are going 
to start work as soon as they 
possibly can because they 
are in serious danger of 
flooding.” 

A Thames Water spokes¬ 
woman said: “Surveys 
showed work to strengthen 
the pipes should be brought 
forward to reduce the risk of 
future bursts. 

“It would be hard to say at 
this point how long the work 
would take.”

The number of homeowners in 
Britain whose property is worth 
Elm or more - making them "prop¬ 
erty millionaires" - has exceeded 
half a million for the first time, ac¬ 
cording to the 2015 Zoopla Property 
Rich List. The number of property 
millionaires now stands at 524,306 
- an increase of 8.3 per cent on last 
year's figure. 

The growth in house prices at the 
top end of the market has helped 
fuel the increase in the number of 
streets with average property val¬ 
ues of £lm+. 

There are now 10,958 streets in 
Britain with average property prices 
over Elm with 43 per cent located 
in London.

£22,752,425. 

While exclusive London boroughs 
boast most of Britain's priciest 
properties, certain areas of Surrey 
and Buckinghamshire have also ac¬ 


quired a reputation for very high 
property values. Virginia Water and 
Cobham, both in Surrey, top the 
towns table, with average property 
prices of £1,208,638 and £1,037,825 
respectively. Beaconsfield in Buck¬ 
inghamshire, where the average 
property value amounts to 
£982,660, comes in third. 

In terms of postcodes, W8 (Kens¬ 
ington) remains top of the heap, 
boasting average property prices of 
£2.77m.

Mercedes-Benz GIE 


What's new? Mercedes has 
realigned its naming structure to 
something more straightforward. If 
it starts with 'GL' then it's an SUV, 
while the suffix (C, E or S, mirroring 
the saloon range) defines the size. 

With this shift comes a new GLE 
that's actually half the old ML, with 
the chassis, parts of the bodywork 
and the suspension carried over. 
But a new interior and lower emis¬ 
sions, plus a plug-in hybrid option, 
add new dimensions to consider. 
Looks and image: Avoid pale 
colours and you can't lose. There's 
a slight awkwardness to the 
upper-rear bodywork between the 
C- and D-pillars that's hidden by 
dark blue, for example, and that's 
always a classy choice anyway. The 
GLE looks bulky without being 
flabby, muscular without the 
'roid rage and classy without 
being boring. 

As for image, a new naming 
structure takes time to settle into 


consumer consciousness but the 
GLE is one of the less in-your-face 
SUVs you could buy, though that 
means some of the standard wheel 
designs are a bit dull. 

Space and practicality: With five 
seats in place there's a whopping 
690 litres of boot to play with, 
which rises to more than 2,000 
litres with the 60:40 split bench 
seat folded. There's a mountain of 
legroom for rear passengers, too. 

What's of much greater import is 
the sense of size on the road, 




which some people will actively 
want and others just won't get on 
with. A test drive will tell you which 
category you're signed up to. 
Behind the wheel: The entry-level 
four-cylinder 250d model is actual¬ 
ly much better than you'd imagine, 
hauling the 2,075kg body along 
with little less real-world grunt 
than the 350d and its diesel V6. It's 
not the quietest by a long shot, 
and its stop-start action is coarser 


than the 350d's, but the 250d is a 
much cheaper option. 

Body control is good through 
corners, but without the high-spec 
adaptive air suspension there's a 
noticeable jiggle to the ride quality 
that, in the UK, might be a bit sub- 
par. If you can bring yourself to lift 
off the throttle (very) early when 
slowing for hazards, and to use 
momentum control to help smooth 
out short inclines, this GLE can ac- 


tually record decent fuel economy. 
The nine-speed automatic gearbox 
is standard and shifts seamlessly 
and instantly, but can hunt around 
for the correct ratio too often. 
Value for money: The GLE has a 
lovely sense of solidity that makes 
you feel you're getting a quality 
product. That goes a long way to 
justifying the price, but at the 
same time the options list is long 
and tempting.
